SECOND FROST TV SEGMENT THURS WIDELY COVERED (CARTER, NYDN-- 
EXCERPTED IN GLOBE; NAUGHTON. NYT; TREWHITT, SUN; OBERDOR 
FER, WP; SUN/NYT/WP CARRY EXCERPTS). EX-PRES SAID, INTER 
ALIA, THAT WHILE NOT KNOWN WHEN HAK CONCEIVED POSSIBILITY 
OF INITIATIVE TOWARD PRC, HE, NIXON, HAD IDEA BEFORE HE 
EVER MET HAK, AND PUSHED CONCEPT VERY HARD FROM FIRST DAYS 
OF HIS ADMIN; RECALLED CONVERSATIONS WITH MAO-FOUND 
CHAIRMAN "WAS IN CHARGE OF HIMSELF AND HE WAS IN CHARGE IN 
CHINA"; DOUBTED PRC PLANS INVADE TAIWAN, RULED OUT ANY 
SINO-SOVIET RAPPROCHEMENT; IN PAK/INDIAN CLASH OVER
